President  and  Members: 

On  December  16,  1991  the  Chancellor's  Office  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  distributed  a  Request  for  Proposals 
for  the  1992-93  Fund  for  Instructional  Improvement  sponsored  by 
the  California  Community  Colleges.   The  RFP  noted  that  in  1991- 
92,  the  Fund  for  Instructional  Improvement,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Governors,  had  set  aside  ten  percent  of  the 
available  grant  funds  to  address  a  topic  of  special  interest: 
the  recruitment  and  retention  of  African-American  males  into  the 
California  Community  Colleges.   The  Board  of  Governors  will 
continue  this  Special  Projects  focus  for  1992-93. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  worked  with  other  Bay 
Area  community  colleges  to  develop  a  proposal  for  a  project  to 
serve  African-American  students.   The  proposal  sets  forth  a  plan 
by  the  Bay  Area  Consortium  of  African-American  Retention  Programs 
(BACAARP)  for  providing  mentors  and  information  specifically  for 
African-American  students.   BACAARP  is  a  consortium  (established 
in  September,  1991)  of  six  community  colleges:   City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  Merritt  College,  Laney  College,  Contra  Costa 
College,  College  of  Alameda,  and  Los  Medanos  College.   A 
Mentoring  Institute  will  be  created  by  the  six  participating 
colleges  of  the  consortium  and  will  be  headquartered  at  City 
College  of  San  Francisco.   The  Mentoring  Institutes 's  goals  are: 
first,  to  establish  a  clearinghouse  and  data  base  of  physical  and 
human  resources  about  mentoring;  second,  to  develop  recruitment 
and  training  materials  and  provide  those  materials  to  colleges 
wishing  to  develop  their  own  mentoring  program;  third,  to  sponsor 
two  training  seminars  on  issues  relating  to  mentoring;  and 
fourth,  to  disseminate  the  report  on  the  process  and  products  of 
the  project. 

Mentoring  is  becoming  a  more  widely  used  tool  to 
support  student  persistence,  which  subsequently  will  have  a 
positive  impact  on  employability  and  transfer.   Though  mentoring 
is  a  useful  tool,  it  is  sometimes  used  inefficiently  because  of 
the  lack  of  careful  preparation  of  the  mentors  and  of  mentees. 
For  these  reasons,  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  project  will  have 
significant  impact  systemwide  as  a  model  for  the  establishment  of 
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other  Mentor  Institutes  and  as  a  model  for  intra-district,  as 
well  as,  inter-district  collaboration.

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  is  committed  to  improving  the 
quality  of  life  in  San  Francisco  by  educating  individuals  for  rewarding  and  productive  careers 
and  by  preparing  them  to  understand  and  meet  the  challenges  of  our  society  both  in  work  and 
in  the  community.

Contract  education  offerings  shall  be  approved  by  Centers  and  College  curriculum 
committees  and  shall  in  no  way  represent  a  diminishment  of  District  standards  in  course  content 
and  course  staffing.  Contract  education  courses  are  an  extension  of  regular  District  programs 
and  shall  not  detract  from  regular  District  offerings.

President  and  Members: 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  must  enact 
a  formal  resolution  adopting  tentative  budgets  for  the  General 
Fund  (Unrestricted  and  Restricted) ,    Cafeteria  Fund,  Capital 
Outlay  Projects  Fund,  and  the  Child  Development  Fund  to  allow 
expenditures  to  continue  after  July  1,  1992,  the  start  of  the  new 
fiscal  year.   The  resolution  will  allow  the  Controller  to 
establish  expenditure  appropriation  accounts  so  that  obligations 
may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the  period  between  July 
1,  1992  and  the  date  the  final  budget  is  adopted. 

Upon  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  tentative  budgets  will  be  entered  into  the  accounting  records 
of  both  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the 
City's  Controller.   When  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopts  the  final 
budget  for  fiscal  year  1992-93,  the  accounting  records  will  be 
adjusted  accordingly. 

Projected  revenues  for  the  1992-93  tentative  budget  are 
based  on  the  most  current  information  available  from  Sacramento, 
and  reflect  2  %  additional  funding  for  growth  but  no  COLA.   The 
1991-92  ending  balance  has  been  estimated  at  approximately  $2.6 
million  and  is  considered  to  be  available  for  fiscal  year  1992-93 
expenditures.   In  the  absence  of  specific  information,  other 
revenues  have  been  held  constant.   The  tentative  budget  estimates 
total  revenues  for  1992-93  to  be  $98.3  million.   This  estimate 
will  be  refined  after  the  state  adopts  its  final  budget. 

Projected  expenditures  in  the  1992-9  3  tentative  budget 
are  based  on  the  1991-92  modified  budget  as  established  in  March 
1992.   Estimated  increases  for  salary  increments  and  rate  changes 
have  also  been  included,  and  will  be  refined  when  the  final 
budget  is  proposed.   Total  expenditures  in  the  1992-93  tentative 
budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted,  amount  to 
$97.7  million  plus  adjustments  or  a  total  of  $104.8  million. 
While  this  figure  is  approximately  $16  million  below  the  Gann 
Limit  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year,  it  exceeds  our  current 
estimate  of  available  resources.   To  balance  revenues  with 
expenditures  an  unspecified  reserve  of  $6.5  million  will  be 
placed  against  expenditures.   As  a  result,  the  1992-93  tentative 
budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted  is  recommended  to  the 
Board  in  the  amount  of  $98.3  million.   Budget  control  language 
has  been  included  in  this  resolution  to  provide  for  continuous 
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operation  until  the  final  budget  is  adopted. 

The  1992-93  tentative  budget  for  the  General  Fund, 
Restricted  is  based  on  the  1991-92  modified  budget  with 
adjustments  for  estimated  increases  in  salaries  and  fringe 
benefits.   These  estimates  will  be  adjusted  after  the  state 
adopts  its  final  budget.  The  1992-93  tentative  budget  for  the 
General  Fund,  Restricted  is:

Section  3  -   The  Chancellor,  in  consultation  with  the

-  a  program  will  not  be  able  to  function  without  the

-  the  position  is  needed  to  respond  to  an  emergency 
situation, 

-  the  position  will  generate  more  revenue  than  cost 
during  its  first  year  of  existence,  or 

-  the  position  is  required  by  law. 

New  positions  shall  be  defined  as  those  positions  which 
were  not  funded  and  occupied  as  of  May  31,  1992.

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,    1979  approved 
Proposition  4  (Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the 
State  Constitution  to  place  various  appropriation  limitations  on 
the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government,  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  "Gann  Limit." 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the 
succeeding  year  is  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year 
adjusted  for  inflation  and  change  in  population.   For  a  community 
college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the  change  in  cost- 
of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and  change  in 
population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  FTES. 

During  the  1989  State  Legislative  Session  a  number  of 
refinements  were  enacted  to  implement  Proposition  98  to  include 
special  purpose  apportionments  within  the  Gann  Limit  and  to 
exclude  any  unreimbursed  court  or  federal  mandates  imposed  on  or 
after  November  6,    1979. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  body  of  each  local 
jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  and  make  other  necessary 
determinations  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant 
to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or 
noticed  special  meeting.   Fifteen  days  prior  to  the 
meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the 
appropriations  limit  and  other  necessary  determinations 
shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determinations 
made  pursuant  to  this  section  are  legislative  acts. 
Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attach,  review, 
set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing 
body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section  for  the  1980-81 
fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced  within  60  days  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  resolution  or  the  effective  date 
of  the  act  which  added  this  section  to  the  Government 
Code,  whichever  date  is  later.  For  the  1981-82  fiscal 
year  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  any  judicial 
action  or  proceeding  to  attack,  review,  set  aside, 
void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing  body  taken 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  commenced  within  4  5 
days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  resolution.   All 
courts  wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be  hereafter 
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pending,  including  any  court  reviewing  such  action  on 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower  court,  shall  give 
such  actions  preference  over  all  other  civil  actions 
therein,  in  the  manner  of  setting  the  same  for  hearing 
or  trial  and  in  hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all 
such  actions  shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined." 

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  notified  us  by  memorandum 
dated  May  15,  1992  that  the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined 
that  the  applicable  price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the  1991- 
92  appropriation  limit  is:   California  per  capita  personal 
income:  0.64%. 

Since  June  12,  1992,  a  fifteen  page  worksheet  setting 
forth  the  derivation  of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been 
available  for  public  inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office, 
Budget  Section,  3  3  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco,  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Sections  7908  and  7910.

On  July  31,  1989  City  College  of  San  Francisco  entered 
into  an  Agreement  with  Pacific  Bell  Company  for  $131,645.   The 
Agreement  was  to  conduct  an  AA  degree  program  for  20  employees. 
The  cycle  was  successfully  completed  on  July  27,  1990. 

In  January  of  1992,  the  Contract  Education  staff 
initiated  a  series  of  discussions  with  Pacific  Bell  Company  and 
CCSF  department  chairs  to  assess  the  College's  ability  to 
continue  providing  its  educational  services  to  Pacific  Bell 
Company.   Their  recommendation  was  to  continue  these  services 
starting  in  July,  1992. 

A  six-month  college  preparation  program  (Gateway)  will 
begin  in  July  1992.   The  hourly  educational  services  rate  has 
been  increased  from  $82.50  to  $208  per  hour,  and  it  will  include 
testing,  assessment,  counseling,  not-f or-credit  instruction, 
tutoring,  program  management,  and  curriculum  development.

President  and  Members: 

Faculty  recruitment  is  a  major  concern  in  postsecondary 
education.   Nationally,  one-third  of  all  faculty  are  expected  to 
retire  over  the  next  decade.   It  is  estimated  that  50%  of  the 
faculty  will  retire  at  City  College  within  the  next  ten  years. 

One  barrier  to  recruitment  of  qualified  faculty  is  the 
availability  of  housing.   Yet,  San  Francisco  has  the  lowest 
housing  af fordability  index  rating  of  any  metropolitan 
statistical  area  (MSA)  in  the  U.S. 

In  a  cooperative  effort,  UCSF,  San  Francisco  State 
University,  and  CCSF  has  requested  MPC  to  conduct  a  pre- 
f easibility  study  on  faculty/staff  housing.   This  study  will 
include  an  assessment  of  the  need  for  faculty/staff  housing,  will 
determine  the  potential  for  a  faculty/staff  housing  program  in 
the  San  Francisco  area  and  will  review  several  potential  sites 
within  the  City  for  faculty/staff  housing.   Recommendations  for 
future  action  will  be  included  in  the  study. 

MPC  has  an  extensive  background  in  conducting 
feasibility  analysis  on  faculty  housing  programs.   MPC  has 
developed  faculty/ staff  housing  programs  at  a  number  of 
postsecondary  institutions  including  University  of  California  at 
Irvine,  the  Hartford  Consortium,  USC,  Occidental  College, 
California  State  University  Fullerton,  Loyola  Marymount 
University,  Georgetown  University,  Dartmouth  College,  University 
of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  and  Foothill-de  Anza  Community 
College  District. 

The  total  costs  of  the  study  total  $39,000.   CCSF's 
share  of  the  study  is  $13,000  or  one-third  of  the  total  contract. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53  060  reads  in  part 
as  follows: 
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"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal 
corporation  or  district  may  contract  with  and  employ 
any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial, 
economic,  accounting,  engineering,  legal,  or 
administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the 
special  services  required..."

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  of  the  California 
Community  Colleges  has  requested  applications  for  the 
establishment  of  Tech-Prep  education  consortia  in  California. 
Tech-Prep  consortia  consist  of  representatives  from  faculty  and 
staff  of  school  districts  and  postsecondary  institutions  and 
employers  from  both  the  private  and  public  sector.   The  objective 
of  these  consortia  is  to  establish  a  variety  of  programs  whereby 
high  school  students  may  opt  for  technical  or  vocational  training 
in  a  specific  job  area  beginning  in  the  junior  year  of  high 
school  and  completing  this  program  after  two  full  years  in 
community  college. 

The  program  components  of  a  tech-prep  program  consist 
of  fully  articulated  curriculum  in  a  specific  occupational  area 
between  a  high  school  and  a  community  college;  academic  support; 
career  guidance  and  placement;  recruitment;  and  program 
evaluation. 

Faculty  from  the  Biology  and  Chemistry  Departments  of 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  have  initiated  the  establishment  of 
a  San  Francisco  Biotechnology  Consortium;  the  Consortium  is 
seeking  a  $30,000  planning  grant  from  the  State  Chancellor's 
Office  to  develop  a  tech-prep  biotechnology  program  between  CCSF 
and  various  high  schools  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  including  Mission,  Lowell  and  Wallenberg.   Other 
education  members  of  the  consortium  include: 

*UCSF  Science  Education  Program 

*SFSU  Genetic  Engineering  Program 

*SFSU  Teacher  Education  in  Biology  Program 
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Additional  members  of  the  consortium  from  public  and 
private  biotechnology  employers  include:

*Genencor  International 

*Bay  Area  Council 

*Bay  Area  Bioscience  Center 

City  College  will  provide  a  total  of  1.0  release  time 
for  members  of  the  Biology  and  Chemistry  Departments  to  develop 
curriculum  in  the  area  of  biotechnology  and  necessary  clerical 
and  administrative  support  from  the  current  staffing  in  the 
Office  of  Instruction.   SFUSD  will  also  provide  release  time  and 
supervisory  support  for  curriculum  development.   The  planning 
grant  will  be  used  for  a  project  director  for  the  consortium, 
clerical  support  and  faculty  travel.   The  Consortium's 
biotechnology  employer  members  are  also  committed  to  allocating 
resources  to  this  joint  effort. 

The  need  for  this  program  is  strong,  since  the  public 
high  school  dropout  rate  for  San  Francisco's  underrepresented 
students  is  near  25%.   The  targeted  student  population  for  this 
program  will  be  the  underrepresented  students  who  traditionally 
are  not  recruited  to  science  or  technology  programs.   Students 
from  SFUSD  high  schools  will  also  be  recruited  to  help  the 
Consortium  plan  and  evaluate  the  implementation  of  this  program. 

Findings  from  a  recent  study  sponsored  by  the  Bay  Area 
Council  and  the  Bioscience  Center  regarding  the  growth  of  the 
region's  biotechnology  industry  project  50,000  new  jobs  during 
the  next  ten  years,  many  of  them  at  the  technical  and  production 
level.   Biotechnology  employers  are  very  interested  in  hiring 
entry  level  technicians  and  providing  continuing  support  for 
these  workers  to  complete  a  baccalaureate  while  employed  by  the 
firm.   The  SF  Biotechnology  Consortium  will  also  be  planning  on  a 
program  to  provide  bridges  between  these  technical  level 
employees  and  the  SFSU  Genetic  Engineering  program. 

City  College  is  also  a  member  of  a  new  regional 
consortium  of  community  college  biotechnology  programs.   The 
regional  consortium  intends  to  survey  the  3  00  plus  biotechnology 
firms  in  the  Bay  Area  to  investigate  the  workforce  needs  of  the 
industry.   These  findings  will  be  shared  among  the  community 
colleges  in  the  consortium  and  will  eventually  help  City  College 
customize  its  own  biotechnology  curriculum.

The  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD  provided  in  the  1991- 
92  Capital  Outlay  Fund  Budget  funding  for  three  hazardous 
substances  removal  projects.   Resolution  No.  911219-Bll 
authorized  the  contract  with  and  appropriated  funds  receivable 
from  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges 
to  provide  specifications  and  construction  for  Hazardous 
Substances  Removal  for  three  District  Projects  in  the  amount  of 
$100,000. 

The  three  approved  projects  are  CCSF- 
Removal/Replacement  of  3,000  gallon  fuel  storage  tank  and 
installation  of  monitoring  system  on  10,000  gallon  tank;  John 
Adams  Campus -Removal/  Replacement  of  2,000  gallon  fuel  storage 
tank;  Downtown  Campus-  Installation  of  electronc  monitoring 
system  on  fuel  storage  tank.   These  three  projects  are  funded  at 
100%  of  their  actual  expenses  to  execute. 

Environmental  consultants  recommend  that  steel  tanks  in 
place  for  more  than  twenty  years  be  replaced.   Due  to  the  mature 
age  of  the  tanks  and  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  their  current 
functioning  status,  it  is  proposed  to  test  all  tanks  for  leaks 
before  proceeding  with  the  removal/replacement  and  installation 
of  monitoring  equipment. 

Testing  and  Technology  Environmental  Services  (TAT)  has 
been  chosen  from  amongst  the  companies  who  were  solicited  and 
submitted  proposals  to  the  District.   TAT  is  the  only  firm  that 
uses  Tracer  Tight  Technology,  a  procedure  that  allows  for  testing 
and  location  of  leaks  in  underground  tanks  without  taking  the 
tanks  out  of  service  and  without  requiring  them  to  be  filled  or 
emptied. 

TAT's  proposed  scope  of  services  is  to  include  Tracer- 
Tight  full  system  precision  testing  of  all  Underground  Fuel 
Storage  Tanks.   In  addition,  a  written  report  of  test  results 
will  be  submitted  to  the  District  for  each  site,  stating 
conclusions  of  testing.  TAT  personnel  performing  the  tests  will 
be  State  Licensed,  Manufacturer  Certified  Tank  Testers  using 
approved  equipment.   The  tests  and  data  will  conform  to  all  NFPA, 
State  and  County  regulations.

Notice  of  Intention  to  Amend  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  Policy  Manual  Section  3.31  -  Reassignment  of 
Administrators 

President  and  Members: 

The  current  Policy  Manual  Section  3.31  establishes  a  process  by  which 
administrators  who  have  tenure  as  faculty  members  can  avail  themselves  of  a  hearing  prior  to 
a  recommendation  for  a  re-assignment  to  a  faculty  position. 

This  amendment  would  make  this  process  inapplicable  to  exempt  administrators; 
it  would  make  the  language  consistent  with  the  current  organizational  structure,  would  change 
the  notification  dates,  and  would  provide  ftirther  clarification. 

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05  D.  reads 
as  follows:  "Adoption  of  Policies.  Any  policy  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or 
repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  pervious  meeting.  Any  policy  or  bylaw  which  is  regulatory 
as  to  the  Board  but  is  not  otherwise  required  by  law  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of 
at  least  five  (5)  members  if  such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District. " 

Since  it  is  desirable  that  the  Board  adopt  this  policy  before  the  beginning  of  the 
next  college  year  and  since  the  normal  policy  adoption  process  requires  two  readings,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  Board  suspend  for  this  resolution  the  two  reading  process.  Such  a 
suspension  requires  five  (5)  votes  by  the  Board.

Since  the  establishment  of  community  service  class  fees 
in  1983,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  several  adjustments 
to  the  fee  rates,  added  refund  policy  and  set  up  variable  rates 
for  short  term  workshops  and  seminars.   In  its  continuing  efforts 
to  build  a  self-supporting  community  service  program,  the  Board 
authorized  the  latest  rate  adjustment  in  the  Fall  of  1990  as  to 
address  the  concerns  raised  in  the  1989  single  audit  report  by 
Deloitte,  Haskins  and  Sells  regarding  the  need  to  increase 
revenues.   By  the  end  of  the  Spring  semester,  1992,  the  program 
fiscal  internal  audit  reflected  that  the  community  services 
program  has  made  a  tremendous  progress  in  reaching  the  goal  of 
self-sufficiency.   With  the  anticipation  of  cost-of-living 
adjustments  for  faculty  and  staff  and  general  operating  cost 
increases,  the  community  services  fee  rate  must  be  adjusted 
accordingly  so  that  it  will  meet  the  goal  of  self-sufficiency  by 
the  end  of  fiscal  year  1993.

Many  students  are  at  risk  for  disruption  or 
interruption  of  academic  progress  due  to  health  related  problems. 
At  least  sixty  of  these  students  are  seen  each  day  in  Student 
Health  by  psychological  and  nursing  professionals  who  provide 
compassionate,  skillful,  cost  effective  care.   Health  service 
programs  throughout  the  California  Community  College  system  are 
challenged  to  adequately  meet  the  demand  for  service. 

In  California  44  of  71  community  college  districts  have 
student  health  fees.   To  meet  the  students'  needs  for  health 
care,  a  health  fee  for  City  College  of  San  Francisco  credit 
students,  should  be  instituted. 

The  California  Government  Code  Section  72246  reads  in 
part  as  follows: 

(a)   The  governing  board  of  a  district  maintaining  a 
community  college  may  require  community  college 
students  to  pay  a  fee  in  the  total  amount  of  not  more 
than  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($7.50)  for  each 
semester,  and  five  dollars  ($5)  for  summer  school,  or 
five  dollars  ($5)  for  each  quarter  for  health 
supervision  and  services,  including  direct  or  indirect 
medical  and  hospitalization  services,  or  the  operation 
of  a  student  health  center  or  centers,  authorized  by 
Section  72244,  or  both. 

(c)   The  governing  board  of  a  district  maintaining  a 
community  college  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
that  either  exempt  low-income  students  from  any  fee 
required  pursuant  to  subdivision  (a)  or  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  fee  from  other  sources.   The  rules  and 
regulations  shall  exempt  those  students  receiving 
financial  aid  pursuant  to  Section  72252.1.

A.  Not  later  than  Januafy  March  15th  in  the  last  college  year  of  an 
administrator's  contract,  the  person  who  is  in  immediate  supervision  of 
the  administrator  who  is  to  be  demoted  or  terminated  must  so  inform  the 
administrator  at  a  conference  and  furnish  said  administrator  a  written 
communication  specifically  setting  forth  the  reasons.  The  administrator 
shall  have  the  right  to  have  a  second  conference  within  5  days  to  respond 
to  the  communication  after  which  a  recommendation  may  be  submitted  to 
the  Pfesident-of -the-jpeftoeat  division  appropriate  Vice  Chancellor  of 
the  district.  The  recommendation,  if  any,  must  be  submitted  not  later  than 
Jftnuafy  March  25th.  In  the  case  of  a  Vice  Chancellor  being  in 
immediate  supervision  of  the  administrator,  the  administrator  shall 
have  the  right  to  a  second  conference  within  5  days  to  respond 
to  the  communication  after  which  the  appropriate  Vice  Chancellor 
may  revise  his f  her  own  recommendation,  which  must  be  accomplished 
not  later  than  March  25th. 

B.  The  President  Vice  Chancellor,  before  approving  such  recommendation, 
or  before  acting  on  his/her  own  recommendation  shall  inform  the 
administrator  in  writing  that  he  has  the  right  to  a  hearing  before  the 
President  Vice  Chancellor.
